placed a revolver at his head and 
warned him to be still.

As the two robbers were taking charge 
of the night w atchm an the other bur- j 
glars went to a blacksm ith shop and 
stole the tools which they used in 
forcing the doors of the bank. 
W hile three of the robbers were try ­ 
ing to blow open the safe, four stood 
on guard and opened fire on the cash­ 
ier, R. C. Branson. M. T. Sumption, 
president of the bank, and others who 
were aroused by the shock of the four 
explosions that were required to force 
open the doors of toe big safe 
The first charge of nitroglycerine 
aroused R. C. Branson, who lives only 
a short distance from the bank build­
